ANA elections are now over, and Virgil Hancock is the association's new 
president while Grover Criswell is Vice President. The seven successful con- 
tenders for the Board of Governors turned out to be John J. Pittman, Maurice 
Gould, Ken Hallenbeck, Glenn B. Smedley, Adna G. Wilde, Mort Reed, and 
Byron Johnson. Pittman, Gould, and Hallenbeck, the top three winners on the 
basis of the number of votes received, are all EAC members. EAC takes this

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THE CENTS OF 1818 


John D . Wright 

The year 1 81 8 presents the first real challenge since 1 807 for the cent 
variety-collector. Ten varieties were struck bearing this date, with nine ob- 
verse dies and eight reverse dies being used to strike 3,167,000 coins. One 
variety is quite rare, another fairly so, with the other eight trailing from R4 
down to R1 . For the date collector, a Randall Hoard variety is available in 
Mint State by the thousands . The type collector undoubtedly would prefer the 
1 820 from this hoard for his collection . 

Variations in date-width and proximity of stars to the date are at least as 
great as for 1817; and a major die-retouching, the first boldly apparent ob- 
verse inner circle of the series, four rather spectacular failed-die varieties, 
and a new head-puncheon introduced late in the year - all these add collector 
interest to the cents of 1 81 8 . 

One Proof specimen of this year was "known" to Newcomb, supposedly 
from the Hines collection, but the piece is untraced and its Proof status 
doubtful . No confirmed 1 81 8 cent Proofs are known .

Cent 1801 N-2 (2-B) 

Break tops UNITED 

Obverse 1 ; Stars 3,6 point between dentils; stars 4,7 nearly so. Sixth star 
points to coronet tip. First star points at serif of 1 . Date is close, with 
81 especially so. Lowest curl begins over center of second 1 . R is re- 
cut outside top right, and Y on its left arm. Right foot of Y is long and 
extends into hair. 

Reverse A : PC+ PR SPC C-. I in UNITED has a broken right foot. A of 

STATES is tilted right, so that its left foot is high and right foot is low. 
Both N's of ONE CENT are recut below, and CE to the right. Final 
letters of ONE CEINT are dropped below their neighbors. Medium-sized 
center dot - plainest of the year . 

Striking Variations : This variety is usually struck with dentils heaviest at 

the bottom . Obverse comes perfect, then with a light crack through the 
outer points of stars 4,5. Reverse is struck evenly, with a light crack 
through top of UNITED, almost to S. This crack early becomes heavy 
and additional cracks join it to rim at left of N, center of T, left of S. 
This section gradually sinks until it becomes a full rimbreak, first over 
NIT, then from N almost to S. It is questionable whether the pieces ever 
actually fell out, since the gradual sinking would seem to imply a pushing 
back rather than ct departure . 

Discussion: R5, rare but not excessively so. 65-65-55-50-45-45. Another 

half dozen 40’s are known to me, plus at least nine more between grades 
20 and 35. Cent 1801 was long considered the rarest collectible 1818 
cent and has always been popular because of the spectacular break usually 
seen over UNITED. This variety usually commands a premium in the 
2x - 3x range .

Obverse 1 : Same as cent 1 801 , later . 

Reverse B: SPC NR R NR. Feet of NIT are progressively lower. RI feet 

are well apart. N of ONE has lumps around it and a horizontal spine from 
its diagonal. C of CENT has a weak tail. Tiny center dot. 

Striking Variations ; Crack between stars 4,5 develops further to star 6. 

Another faint crack grows from base of first 1 through outer points of the 
first two stars. Obverse is usually evenly struck on this marriage, with 
reverse rim always seen much bolder at left than right. Usually the left 
reverse rim is embattled - that is, the roots of the dentils are joined to 
a raised solid rim as seen on cents of the 1840's. This variety occasionally 
comes with the reverse crossways , rotated 90° left . 

In 1968, W. E. Johnson published an unconfirmed report of this 
variety with rim breaks over stars 3,4,5. I have never noticed these 
breaks on any I have examined, though he may have been referring to 
minor deterioration extending less than half the depth of the centils, 
which could be off the flan for most strikes. 
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Discussion : R1 , common in all grades . 65-65-65-65-65-60 . At least sixteen 

MS examples are known to me, about a dozen AU's, and several XF's. 
Cent 1802 usually commands no premium as a variety. 


Obverse 2: No star points between dentils, though stars 2,5,7 nearly do. 

Sixth star is left of coronet tip. Stars 1,13 are very close to date with 
first star pointing well below 1 serif and tenth star pointing well up on 
upper lobe of hairbun. The date is moderately spaced, with the first 1 
well under bust, nearer to star than to 8, and 81 closer. Lower curl be- 
gins left of left upright of second 1 . Early strikes show a spike from 
juncture of coronet and hair above. Foot of I is higher than both L and 
B. Upright of Y is strengthened, with both feet very short. 

Reverse C : NR PR NR PC. Both I's are perfectly dotted by a dentil. ST 

are very close. O in OF tilts left and F has its upper left serif weak. 
Leaftip ends directly under the right edge of the E in AMERICA . Leaf 
nearly touches C of AMERICA, and the final A is recut conspicuously 
above both feet. N of ONE is recut below its right foot and N of CENT 
above its left top. Tiny center dot. 

Striking Variations : Comes early with bold relief and the coronet spike 

mentioned above, and later lapped, details in lower relief, spike no longer 
visible, and reverse center dot missing. No cracks seen. This variety 
comes fairly often with the reverse crossways, rotated right. Obverse 
dentilation is usually broader on left, shorter on right. 

Discussion: R3, scarce in all grades but not rare. 65-65-60-60-60-60. Up 

to four more MS examples are known, at least a dozen AU's, and several 
XF-AU. Most advanced collectors experience a momentary thrill on 
sighting the cent 1 803 due to its similarity to the rare cent 1 804 (the 
variety, not the year) . The "spiked coronet" is quite interesting in its 
own right, but usually rests in the shadow of its rarer look-alike. Cent 
1803 occasionally commands up to a 25 per cent premium as a variety.

points at coronet tip. Ninth star is recut on outer point and the next to 
the right. Tenth star points just a hair above the cleft of the hairbun. 
First star points at the serif of first 1 . Both 1 ’s have a dentil centered 
below them. Date is close with stars 1,13 very close to it. First 1 is 
well under the bust, midway star and 8. Lowest curl begins midway 
between the uprights of second 1 . Foot of I is above L and B. Lower 
serif of E and top of T are obviously recut . 

Reverse D : PC FPR SPR VNC . Highest leaftip ends nearly midway be- 

tween S and O. The feet of NITED are each progressively lower, with 
that I dotted by a dentil. In STATES, the first S is high and tilted left, 
and the foot of A is well above the following T. O in OF is low and leans 
left. No center dot. 

Striking Variations : Comes perfect, but usually with some degree of swell- 

ing at center obverse. Center obverse sinks, bloating the lower face 
more and more, a radial crack develops through the third star, an 
elongated vertical chip raises between the stars 6,7. A line develops 
into the field from the front line of the coronet, another from the curl 
behind the head. As the obverse swelling develops, the O of ONE faces 
and finally disappears . This latter feature results from the obverse 
swelling and is not a feature of the reverse die itself. This variety is 
more often than not found evenly struck on dark, rough planchets . 


Discussion: R5+, quite rare in all grades and extremely popular. 

45-30-25-20-20-20. Two Fines and eight VG’s are known to me - six 
of the VG’s being nearly Fine. My current count stands at exactly 31 
pieces, so cent 1804 is indeed very near R6. Discussion of this variety 
is the topic of a separate article elsewhere in this issue (q.v.). Cent 
1804 always commands a premium - occasionally as low as 5x, rarely 
as high as lOx, usually in the neighborhood of 8x.

of coronet tip. £5 tars 1 ,13 are rather near date, but not so near as on 
last two obverses. First 1 is just right of tip of bust, and about mid- 
way between star and 8. The date is moderately spaced with 81 very 
close . Lowest curl begins over right upright of second 1 . There is a 
light graver-scratch just under the tops of LIBER. Top of T is recut, 
and Y has a long right foot. 

Reverse D: Same as cent 1804, later, with dentilation fading, die lightly 

lapped, light buckling around O CE reminiscent of its previous 
marriage . 

Striking Variations; Occasionally comes perfect, but usually with a crack 
through the inner points of the first three stars to rim near first 1 of 
date; later with another through the inner points of stars 10-12. 
Dentilation fades on both sides. 


Discussion: R3, scarce but not rare. 65-60-60-60-55-50. Old sales- 

lists imply that there may be another unconfirmed MS lurking some- 
where . After the top six confirmed pieces, another three All's and 
several XF's follow. This is another variety which, while interesting 
in its own right , has been more content to be eclipsed by the glory of 
cent 1804, which it somewhat resembles. Cent 1805 occasionally brings 
as much as a 25 per cent premium, though usually not.

Obverse 5: Stars 2,8,10,12 point between dentils, stars 3,4 nearly so. 

Sixth star slightly right of coronet tip and lowest curl begins over right 
upright of 1 . Three dentils are slightly closer, often fused below the 
first 8 . The date is widely spaced with 81 close and first 1 extending 
just to bust tip. This die is usually recognized by the touch-up die- 
cutting which joins the two lobes of the hairbun into one . Y has no left 
foot and is recut on its left side. 

Reverse E : PC+ SPR C C. Feet of NIT are progressively lower. T of 

CENT is cut deeper than the other letters. I of AMERICA is dotted by 
a dentil, though the dentilation often does not show. Tiny center dot 
often shows. This die is very similar to reverse H, q.v. 


Striking Variations; Cent 1806 is occasionally found without the hairbun 
recut, but it usually comes with the two lobes of the hairbun joined and 
light hairlines added in the juncture. A series of cracks encircle the 
outer points of nearly all stars and the top of the date. As the obverse 
dentils fade, they start to crumble K10-K2, most obviously at star 6 
and star 8. Reverse dentilation fades and the tiny center dot disappears. 
No reverse cracks have been noted. 


Discussion: R4-, scarce in all grades. 60-60-60-60-60-60. At least 

four more MS examples, a half dozen AU's, and many XF's are known. 
The closure of the hairbun, long considered to be a die-crumbling, 
looks more like an intentional effort - probably the satisfaction of a 
whim by some workman at the Mint. The "closed hairbun" variety has 
long been popular for its namesake. This coupled with its scarcity 
usually induces a 20-50 per cent as a variety.

Obverse 6 : Star 6 points between dentils, star 2 nearly so. Sixth star points 

slightly right of coronet tip. The date is wide with tip of first 1 beyond 
tip of bust. Lowest curl extends barely to the right edge of second 1 . 

A light line joins the tops of LI. 


Reverse E: PC+ SPR C C. Same as cent 1806, later. 


Striking Variations : Almost always found with a series of cracks joining the 

inner points of all stars and top of date. Other minor cracks develop 
from and near these cracks. Reverse dentils face and disappear, no re- 
verse cracks are; seen. Strike is almost always even, but blunt at the 
browlock. 


Discussion: R1-, very common in all grades, especially in MS. Thousands 

of MS examples survive from the Randall Hoard, mostly spotted or 
stained, many with original red. Certainly at least one full keg (about 
15,000 coins) of 1818's was included in this hoard, more likely two. 
Current best-guess reconstruction of the Randall Hoard size seems to 
indicate seven kegs — one each of 1 81 6, 1 81 7, 1 81 9, and two each of 1 81 8 
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and 1 820. Over the past century many collectors and dealers alike have 
tried to imagine themselves in the shoes of coin dealer J . S . Randall - 
buying around 100,000 fifty-year old MS cents at 90 cents a hundred. 
Obviously, cent 1807 bears no premium as a variety; and, until recent 
years, the continual supply in roll-size quantities of these cents has held 
the price down enough that any collector of modest means could proudly 
show his non-collecting friends a 150-year-old U.S. cent in Mint State. 
Today, the availability is nearly as great - only the prices have changed .

Obverse 7: Stars 5,9 point between dentils, stars 6,10,11 nearly so, but 

dentilation is usually too faded to tell this. Sixth star points to coronet 
tip. Date is wide but with first 1 fully right of bust tip. Lowest curl be- 
gins just left of the center of the upright of 1 . Left foot of Y is all but 
missing . This is the final appearance of the original 1 81 6 head-puncheon . 

Reverse F: PC SPR NL C . I in UNITED has its base lower than N, even 

with T. The right foot of this I is very short and poorly patched, with a 
cleft above it. Center dot tiny or missing. 

Striking Variations: Dentilation fades and disappears entirely. Clash marks 

from the head develop inside the wreath. Tiny center dot disappears. No 
cracks seen by me, though in 1 968 W . E . Johnson published an un- 
confirmed report of this variety with obverse rimbreaks over stars 7,8 
and reverse crack through MER . This variety is invariably blunted struck. 

Discussion: R2, rather common in all grades but MS. 65-60-60-60-60-55. 

At le as t seven AU’s and several XF's are known, a few of which have 
been offered as "brown Unc.". The "perfect-die wide date" 1818 
commands no premium as a variety. The few collectors who place 
emphasis on a "perfect coin" as one only from unbroken dies choose other 
varieties than this because of the characteristic weak dentilation of cent 
1808.

Obverse 8: Star 9 points between dentils, stars 1,8 nearly so. Sixth star 

points right of coronet tip. A triplet dentil appears just below star 5, 
and a doubled dentil just left of the date . There is a weak incomplete 
inner circle at left. Stars are well away from the date. The date is 
moderately spaced with 1 8 closer and the first 1 near the bust above. 
Second 1 is centered over a dentil, with the lowest curl wholly right of 
this 1 . This is the first appearance of the new head-puncheon, of which 
the most obvious feature is the cleft hairlock behind Y . IB are recut be- 
low their tops. Y has both feet short. All seen have a short crack join- 
ing the outer points of stars 6,7. 


Reverse G : SPC NR L C . The right feet of all Ts and T’s are patched, the 

repair being more obvious on some than others . N of ONE is recut below 
its right foot . The inner berries on the left are oversize as on some 
1 81 9’s and 1 820’s . Tiny center dot . 


Striking Variations : Dentilation fades, lapping weakens relief, T of LIBERTY 
loses its feet, reverse center dot disappears, a rimbreak appears touch- 
ing the top of O in OF, and feint obverse cracks develop left from coronet 
tip, right from first star, and above bases of 81 . Cent 1809 is usually 
found evenly centered and sharply struck. Newcomb reported this variety 
in Proof, but no Proofs have ever been confirmed . 


Discussion: R1 , common in all grades. At least eight 65’s are known, 

around three dozen 60’s, and many borderline uncs. It is quite likely that 
this variety was minimally present in the Randall Hoard, as its MS 
population is excessive compared to the other varieties of the year. Hines 
owned a purported "Proof" example of this variety, but the coin is un- 
traced and its Proof status doubtful . Cent 1 809 commands no premium as 
a variety.

Obverse 9: Stars 3,4,9,12 point between dentils, star 6 nearly so. Sixth 

star points barely right of coronet tip. Strong inner circle all around. 
First 1 is very close to bust above . The date is moderately spaced with 
stars farther away. Lowest curl extends to right upright of second 1 . 
IBER are strongly recut: I at upper left upright, B inside top, E below 
top, cross— stroke , and bottom, and R to the right. I has sharp left foot, 
blunted right foot. A short gravet — scratch points down from the lock 
before the ear. The hairlock behind Y shows the second-hub cleft as on 
cent 1 809 and all later . 

Reverse H: PC- PR SPC C. Feet of NIT are progressively lower, with a 

cleft above the right foot of this I . The foot of the second I is likely also 
patched, but with more skill. Center dot is very small. 

Striking Variations: All seen by me have had a crack from the foot of the 

first T of STATES to F via the highest leaf, and it is this crack which 
instantly betrays the variety. Often, this crack extends from the centers 
of ED and through the bases of AMERIC, with a lump in the lower curve 
of C. This variety is usually well-struck and well-centered, with left 
stars lined to centers. Mirrorlike examples are not uncommon. Cent 
1810 occasionally comes with the reverse crossways, rotated 90 degrees 
left. 

Discussion: R1 , common in all grades . 65-65-65-65-60-60. At least 

eighteen MS examples are known and many borderline MS. Cent 1810 
is a good one for the type collector as it represents one of the better 
strikings of the year and comes fairly commonly proof-like. It 
commands no premium as a variety. 



A HISTORY OF CENT 1804 


John D. Wright 

Called "the 14-K of the Late Dates" fifty years ago, "non-collectible" 
as late as twenty-three years ago, "extremely rare" by almost every dealer 
who has ever sold one (or more), cent 1804 has long been one of the most 
popular cent varieties struck after 1 81 5 . 



The first example of this variety to be recognized as something different 
was published by Frank Andrews in his 256 VARIETIES OF UNITED STATES 
LARGE CENTS 1816-1857 in 1881 . The Andrews coin, VG8, wound up in the 
Howard R. Newcomb collection, sold intact in 1945. Around this time John P. 
Young discovered a second specimen, G6, which he gave to George Clapp. 
Clapp, thinking this to be the Andrews-Newcomb piece, still considered the 
variety as unique and so listed it in his notes. When Dr. Willian H. Sheldon 
wrote the Downing catalogue in 1952, he relied heavily on Clapp's notes for 
cents after 1815, so the variety was there listed (though the sale lacked an 
example) as unique . But a few others had turned up privately within the few 
years before. The Warfield sale provided the second auction offering in 1955, 
followed by two more in the NN 50 sale. 

By the end of 1957, Walter Breen knew of eight examples, all of which he 
listed in the NN 50 sale catalogue . The most recent auction of cent 1 804 was 
in a mail-bid sale by NN in 1959. However, with Newcomb's book reprinted in 
1956 and again in 1963, more collectors have been looking harder and have 
been better armed for recognition of it than ever before; and new specimens 
have been coming to light at the rate of one every six months or so. My most 
recent count has just passed the 30-piece limit for R6, so the former non- 
collectible now rates only R5+. But, hand in hand, with the increasing supply 
has gone the increased collector-base to devour this supply, so the variety 
remains nearly as elusive as before - thirty coins among one hundred 
collectors go very little further than one coin among four collectors . 

Examples now known range from XF45 down to Fair2, with the sixth best 
being VF20 and the fourteenth best VG10. 
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Cent 1 804 is intriguing because of its massive swelling - but no more so 
than cent 1807 with its gross circular stai — crack, which, since common, 
commands little interest. Its crowded— in date, closely oppressed by stars on 
both sides, is unusual; but no more so than the same feature on cent 1803 or 
on two varieties the next year . Only the rarity of cent 1 804 can fully explain 
its great popularity and the awe in which it is held by so many collectors . 


Prices of this popular coin have naturally dropped as more came out of 
hiding, but inflation, popularity, and a larger collector-base are reversing 
this trend somewhat, and I can foresee no time when cent 1804 will not 
command a premium. Sales records known to me are listed below. The few 
private hand-changes records are provided merely to bring the record to 
current, since absence of auction offerings certainly does not imply non- 
availability.

Grading Board . It will become part of the official set of standards promul- 
gated by the Board for the grading of United States coins. Just remember 
that you saw it first in PENNY-WISE! 

A GUIDE TO THE GRADING OF U. S. LARGE CENTS 1793-1814 

Denis W. Loring 

Three factors determine the grade of an early large cent: sharpness (i.e. 
wear), surface, and color. Except in the case of severely pitted or defective 
(edge dents, scratches, tooling) coins, the grade is determined primarily by 
how much wear the coin has seen. Surface and color are then considered in 
the selection of an overall grade . 

Initially, the cent is graded strictly for sharpness, using the standards 
below. The surface and color are then evaluated relative to the sharpness. 

Standards for Sharpness

All lettering and date complete. Major detail bold, though wear is seen 
uniformly over the coin, not just on the high spots.

Fine FI 2, FI 5 

All lettering and date completely clear. Wear is appreciable only on the 
high surfaces, but the microscopic detail is obviously lacking. 


1 -2: At least half of the hair is outline, but the central portions are worn 

flat. 

3 - 4 : At least two-thirds of the hair is outlined . 

5: Ear sharp. Hair below ear well defined. Hair above eye and in front 
of ear outlined . 

3-5: Individual leaves outlined. 


Very Fine VF20, VF25, VF30, VF35 

All detail clear, but the high spots are flattened, even to the naked eye. 
As the grade progresses from VF20 to VF35, more and more of the micro- 
scopic detail becomes visible. 

1 -3: Ear shows. Only the highest parts of the hair are flat. All other 
hair detail is visible, though there is wear on individual strands. On 1794 
cents, the size of the flat spot will vary depending on the die variety. 

4: All drapery lines show. All hairlines are visible, save for flat areas 
behind eye and at back of head above ribbon knot. 

5: Hair above eye and in front of ear shows some detail. 

3-5: Leaves show at: least one-third of the vein detail. For VF30, at 

least two-thirds of the vein detail shows. 

Extremely Fine XF40, XF45 

No appreciable wear is visible without a glass . Most of the microscopic 
detail is present. 

1- 3; Only the highest part of the hair shows distinct wear. All other 
hair detail is fully defined . 

4: Hair above forehead and behind eye is fully detailed but shows slight 
rubbing. All drapery lines are sharp. 

5: Hair above eye and in front of ear shows very slight wear. All hair 
above the headband is fully detailed . 

2- 5: Leaves show full vein detail, though the veins themselves may show 
some wear. There is slight rubbing on the ribbon knot. 
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About Uncirculated AU50, AU55 


Virtually no wear is visible without a glass. Under a glass, the highest 
points will show very slight rubbing . Alternatively, an AU cent may be one 
that shows no wear at all, but lacks the quality of surface and color necessary 
for Mint State . 

Mint State MS60, MS65, MS70 

No wear is visible, even under a glass. However, 1794 cents may show 
minute flat areas on the very highest points of the hair due to imperfect strik- 
ing. Some varieties of 1794 cents, on which the hair is executed in especially 
high relief, are simply never seen with 100 per cent hair detail. The differen- 
tial distinction between minute wear and imperfect strike can be a highly 
subjective matter. In these cases, the final evaluation is often made by re- 
course to surface and color. 


Surface and Color 


When the sharpness of the cent is in hand, one turns to surface and color. 
In many cases, the surface and color are consistent with the sharpness, and 
the overall grade is the same as the grade determined by sharpness alone. 

If the surface and color are not of the quality sufficient to support the sharp- 
ness grade, that grade is lowered one or more steps on the numerical grading 
scale. Occasionally, the surface and color will be so superb as to raise an 
otherwise borderline cent to the next higher level. In nearly all such cases, 
the sharpness was "almost there" to begin with. 

The impact of surface and color increases with the sharpness of the cent. 
Low-grade cents , BS1 to FI 5 

Surface sometimes plays a role; color almost never does. Surface de- 
fects must be significant to warrant lowering of the overall grade. Widespread 
porosity and heavy scratches are examples of such defects . 

Middle-grade cents, VF20 to XF45 

Surface and color are significant, the former more so. Nicks, scratches, 
edge dents, excessive bagmarks, areas of corrosion or pitting, harsh clean- 
ing, and obvious recoloring can all be reasons to lower the sharpness grade. 
There are no ironclad rules for determining if a given cent should be down- 
graded because of surface and color; experience is the only real guide . One 
useful principle, though, is that the severity of a nick or scratch is often 
measured by how badly it disturbs the color of the cent . Defects which blend 
with the color are generally more innocuous than those that contrast garishly. 
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High-grade cents, AU50 to MS70 


Surface and color are all-important, especially the latter at MS60 and 
above . The differential in sharpness among cents at this grade level is 
minute at best; the primacy of surface and color follows naturally. Either 
can hold a cent out of the Mint State class, though the coin may show no wear 
at all. The characteristics to be evaluated are: 

Glossy surfaces - often called "Mint F-rost"; 

Original Mint color, which may range from faded olive to 
blazing red; 

The Cartwheel Effect - radial lines of light on the surface of 
the cent that seem to rotate as the coin is tilted. The effect is much 
easier to recognize than to describe. 

MS60 

The surfaces have considerable gloss, but the cartwheel effect need not 
be present. If no original color shows, the cent should be an even brown, and 
not excessively dark. A few small surface defects can be tolerated if they 
do not disturb the color. 

MS 65 

The surfaces are choice and glossy. The cent has at least 50 per cent 
original color and/or considerable cartwheel. Surface defects, if any, are 
minute and unobtrusive. 

MS70 

The surfaces are prestine. The cent shows full original color - which 
may have mellowed with time — and complete cartwheel. The grade of MS70 
is not an unattainable ideal, never to be seen in this imperfect world. It 
simply represents the finest possible state of preservation in which we may 
hope to find an early copper cent.

They are herewith presented for your 
information, consideration, and suggestions, after which they will be re- 
edited and then submitted to the members in attendance at the annual meeting 
in March, 1976 for final adoption.

CONST I_T U T I_C N 
Article I . Name 


1 . The name of this organization is "Early American Coppers, Inc.", 
as set forth in its Certificate of Incorporation; and it may be referred to 
herein, or in the By-Laws, as the "Society". 

Article II. Objectives 

1 . The purpose of this Society is to study and to promote an interest in 
the early American copper coins, as set forth in the Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion . 


Article III. Office 


1 . The principal office of the Society shall be in the City of New York, 
County of Kings; but the Board of Governors (hereinafter referred to as the 
"Board") may from time to time designate additional office locations. 

Article IV. Insignia 


1 . The Society shall have a Seal and a Membership Insignia. 

2. The colors of the Society shall be copper and white. 

Article V. Members 

1 . The Membership of the Society shall consist of (a) General Members; 
(b) Honorary Members . 

2. Any person having an interest in early American coppers, whose 
qualifications are approved by the Membership Committee of this Society, is 
eligible for General Membership. 

3. Persons may be designated as Honorary Members of the Society who 
have rendered some special service to the Society or to Numismatics. 
Election to Honorary Membership shall be by vote of the Membership at any 
general meeting of the Society. 
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4. All General Members, in good standing, may attend meetings : of the 
Society, vote there-at, and receive publications of the Society. 

5. The dues payable by each General Member shall be determined by the 
Board from time to time; and the By-Laws may establish rules for the pay- 
ment of dues, adherence to which shall e\/idence a member's good standing 

in this Society. 

6. Except for automatic termination of Membership, where a member 
ceases to remain in good standing, a member's association with this Society 
may be terminated at any meeting of the Society, by a majority vote of those 
present, provided the member concerned, and ail other members of the 
Society, have been given thirty (30) days notice. Resignations are permitted, 
subject to the financial obligations of the resigning member to the Society. 

Art icle VI . Board of Governors 

1 . The Board shall consist of the President, Vice-President, Recording 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, Editor-in-Chief of 
PENNY-WISE, and the Chairman of each Regional Group of the Society. 

2. The Board shall have general management of the affairs of the Society. 

3. The Board in its discretion shall meet at such times, and at such 
places, and upon such notice as the members thereof believe desirable. 

4. All Members of the Board shall serve without compensation, although 
they may be reimbursed for out— of— pocket disbursements necessarily in- 
curred by them in the performance of their duties. 

5. Three (3) Members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business . 


Article VI I . Officers 

1 . The officers of the Society shall be elected by the members at every 
third annual meeting, and shall consist of a President, a Vice-President, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, and a Treasurer. They 
shall serve for a period of three (3) years, and until their successor officers 
shall have been elected. The Editor-in-Chief of PENNY-WISE is an appointed 
position for life and his tenure shall be at his discretion. 

2. They shall exercise all the duties usually pertaining to their re- 
spective offices . The By-Laws may more specifically define the duties of an 
officer . 

3. Any vacancy occurring before an annual meeting shall be filled by a 
majority vote of the remaining officers; and at the next annual meeting, the 
vacancy shall be filled by a vote of the membership. 

Article VIII. Regional Groups 

1 . Regional Groups within the Society shall be designated by the 
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Membership, and the members of this Society residing within the area of 
each such group, shall also be members of that group. 

2. A Chairman and a Secretary for each such group shall be elected by 
the Membership of the; Society for a three (3) year term, at the same meet- 
ing when the officers of the Society are elected. 

3. If the office of Chairman or Secretary for such a group becomes 
vacant, the President may designate a successor until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Society, at which time the Membership of the Society shall elect a 
successor for the remainder of the three-year term. 

Article IX. Meetings of the Society 

1 . Each annual meeting of the Society shall be held at a date and place to 
be decided upon by the officers. At least thirty (30) days notice thereof shall 
be given to the Membership, and such notice may be given through the 
Society's publication PENNY-WISE . 

2. Special meetings may be called by the Board from time to time upon 
similar notice . 

3. Nine (9) members in good standing shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 


Article X. Committees 

1 . Standing Committees shall include an Executive Committee composed 
of Members of the Board, any three constituting a quorum; and a Member- 
ship Committee. Other Committees may be created by the By-Laws. 

2. The members of the various Committees shall be designated by the 
Board, and they shall hold office at the pleasure of the Board. 

3. The duties of each Committee shall be defined by the By-Laws. Each 
Committee shall formulate its own rules, which need not be written for the 
performance of its duties . 


Article XI. By-Laws 

1 . By-Laws for the further conduct of the affairs of the Society may be 
adopted, amended, or repealed, in whole or in part, by the Membership of 
the Society at any general meeting. 

Article XII. Library 

1 . The President may designate a Librarian who shall have the authority 
to accept, on behalf of the Society, numismatic publications, documents, and 
memorabilia; but the Librarian shall not accept on behalf of the Society any 
coins, without prior approval of the Membership. 

2. The Librarian shall serve without compensation and shall be 


responsible to the Board, and shall adopt such rules and regulations, sub- 
ject to the pleasure of the EBoard, for the care of publications, documents, 
and memorabilia in his possession, and for the lending thereof, to members 
of the Society. 

Article XIII. Publications 


1 . PENNY-WISE is designated as the official publication of the Society 
and shall serve as its forum. This bulletin, published at bi-monthly intervals 
starting in January each year, shall be financed by the Society through dues 
and contributions and shall be sent without charge to members in good stand- 
ing and to such others at the discretion of the Editor. 

2. The position of Editor-in-Chief was appointed by the President at the 
inception of the Society, and he shall serve permanently in that position for 
any length of time that he deems wise and at his discretion as determined by 
age, infirmities, and personal interest. The Editor shall serve without 
compensation, although he shall be reimbursed for usual standard operating 
procedures such as telephone calls, postage, mailers, photocopies, 
stationery, etc. 

3. The Editor may appoint a staff and Administrative Assistants, in his 
discretion, all of whom shall be responsible to the Editor. Staff Assistants 
shall serve without compensation. An Administrative Assistant or Assistants 
may be compensated out of the general funds of the Society, but no obligation 
to pay such compensation shall be incurred without specific prior approval by 
the Board . 

4. The Society may from time to time publish such other documents and 
studies in the area of the Society's interest, as may be authorized by the Board. 

5. The Editor shall make, personally or in writing, a report to the mem- 
bership at each annual meeting of the Society. During the year, the Editor 
shall consult with the President and/or the Executive Committee if any 
particular problem needs discussion, clarification, or action. 

Artic le XIV. Finances 

1 . The fiscal year of the Society shall commence on the first day of 
February . 

2. The general funds of the Society shall be deposited in a banking 
institution approved by the Board, upon the recommendation of the Treasurer. 

3. The account in which this Society’s funds are deposited, shall bear 
the name of the Society; and there shall be no commingling of this Society’s 
funds with those of any other person, firm, or corporation. 

4. The Board, in its discretion, shall determine the manner of making 
authorized withdrawal of funds from the Society's bank account.

5. At each annua.! meeting of the Society, a summary oral report shall 
be made of the Society's finances, by the Treasurer. 

Art i cle XV. Amendments to Constitution 

1 . This Constitution may be amended or repealed, in whole or in part, 
and if wholly repealed, a new Constitution may be adopted, at any annual 
meeting of the Society, or at any special meeting called for that purpose.

BY - LAWS 
Article I. Members 

1 . Any person with an interest in the early American copper coins is 
entitled to apply for membership in the Society. 

2. Each new member in good standing shall, upon request, be supplied 
with a copy of the Charter, Constitution, and By-Laws of the Society. 

3. The Society's publication, PENNY-WISE, shall be sent to all mem- 
bers in good standing. 

Article 1 1 . Dues 

1 . The annual dues payable by Members of the Society shall be the sum 
of Ten and 00/100 ($10.00) Dollars. Dues shall not be required of Honorary 
Members . 

2. The dues for each year shall be due and payable on the first day of 
December for the fiscal year beginning the following first of February. If 
not paid on or before the first of February, the member shall be deemed to be 
in arrears . 


Article III. Board of Governors 


1 . Regular meetings of the Board shall be held annually. 

2. The Recording Secretary shall mail notices to all officers of the time 
and place of all meetings of the Board , not less than ten (1 0) days in advance 
thereof. 

3. The order of business at all meetings of the Board shall be deter- 
mined by the presiding officer . 

4 . The standing committees of the Board shall be an Executive Committee 
and a Membership Committee. The members thereof shall serve for a three 
(3) year period, and until their successors are appointed. 


5. The Executive* Committee shall consist of the President, Vice 
President, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Editor-in-Chief of PENNY-WISE , at least three (3) of whom shall constitute

6. The members of the Membership Committee shall be appointed by

7. All Committees of the Board shall report at its regular meetings upon 
all action taken by such Committees, since their last preceding regular meet- 
ing. 

8. Regular and special meetings of the Board shall be informal, and shall 
be open to all members in good standing subject to the approval of the Board.

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A LETTER FROM OUR PRESIDENT, HERB SILBERMAN

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THE CENTS OF 1852 


Jules Reiver 

I finally have finished with the 1 852 cents, but came up with nothing new - 
just the twenty^-two varieties described by Newcomb. In feet, I couldn't find 
a Newcomb-19, and would like to have a nice one to buy or trade - or, if that 
isn't possible, to borrow, check, and return. 

Using the tables in PENNY-WISE, Vol. VII, No. 2, pages 74-75, the 
date locations are converted to the following Date Reference Numbers: 
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In listing these reference numbers in numerical order, actually we are 
starting with the date in the farthest right position, and working to the left as 
we go down the list. This is not an original idea. Andrews used it in 1883. 
He listed thirteen varieties, and an inspection of the Newcomb numbers (the 
first thirteen of which were also Andrews numbers) shows that they followed 
the same sequence. Numbers 8 and 9 are reversed, because Andrews had 
them in the same position. Numbers 14 through 22 were added by Newcomb. 
Evidently, Number 14 was added, then 15 to 21 at one time, since they follow 
our sequence. This logical arrangement became the basis of my system for 
attributing the Late Dates . 

The other part of the system, the use of numbers to indicate positions, 
was taken directly from Newcomb. He used numbers to indicate the relation- 
ship of specific leaves in the wreath to letters in the legend . He then con- 
verted the numbers to words. I find it easier to compare numbers, and it is 
quite simple to list them in sequence .

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The meeting was called to order at 7:15 P.M. by Denis Loring, EAC's 
national recording secretary. Each member and guest was asked to rise and 
introduce himself, and this practice was continued as more members arrived . 

Loring presented a report of the PENNY WHIMSY revision committee. 

He said that he has been spending a considerable amount of time on the project 
and that he hopes to have the revision completed and ready for publication in 
the not-too-distant future - his exact words were "when I get it done". He 
mentioned that he has been continually revising the Condition Census and rarity 
ratings to reflect the most up-to-date information and that he has had to scrap 
several pages of a preliminary draft in order to incorporate later information. 
Denis stated that Jeff Peck has been added to the revision committee and that 
Jeff is attempting to trace as far back as he can all high rarity and Condition 
Census cents. Jeff has over 5,000 index cards and a comparable number of 
pages on the coins. [Denis requested that if anyone should receive a letter from 
Jeff regarding a particular coin, it would be most helpful if he provided all the 
information he could . Denis also said that Jeff had undertaken a monumental 
task and that his efforts will serve as an important double-check of the rarity 
ratings and the Condition Census . 

Denis’ presentation was followed by a fantastic slide presentation which 
Alan Meghrig and Jack Collins had spent many hours in preparing. The slides 
were of very high quality and all details were clearly visible. The blow-ups of 
key portions left nothing to the imagination. For example, every point of the 
stars on the S-48, the Starred Reverse, was crystal clear, as were the three 
errors on the reverse of the S— 219. Meghrig and Collins deserve to be compli 
mented for their excellent photography. Dane Nielsen did a great job in narrat- 
ing the slides . He explained the significance of each coin and he graded many 
of them for the members . Dane called upon a number of people to comment on 
certain coins , while many others interjected comments and compliments through- 
out the presentation . Walter Breen and Denis Loring supplied additional 
information about several of the pieces . The cents used in making the slides 
included several of the "finest knowns", and I believe that all of them were of 
Condition Census level. 

Denis Loring then led a discussion on the proposed ANA grading board, 
and the grading standards for Early Date large cents to be incorporated as part 
of a complete set of grading standards for U . S . coins . These grading standards 
hopefully will be incorporated into the ANA Code of Ethics . He mentioned that 
there are many problems to be worked out from an administrative standpoint 
and that he would know more about what was happening after the ANA grading 
board met later in the week. Denis noted that each coin graded by a dealer must 
fall within the certain grading tolerance allowed by the board . In other words , 
if the grading board expert: evaluates the coin as an AU55, the dealer must have 
graded the piece no better than MS60. Such a variation in tolerance allows for 
some difference of opinions. But if the coin does not fall within the range allowed 
by the board , the dealer must refund the full purchase price to the purchaser . 

Charles Ruby pointed out that the five-point spread was very significant be- 
low the level of Fine . Denis stated that the range would be less on lower-graded 
coins. Concern was also expressed about the possible switching of coins, where 
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a collector might send a lower grade coin to the board than the one he purchased. 
Photographs of each piece sent to the board was suggested as a possible remedy, 
although such a process was viewed as being very expensive. 

A question-and— answer period led by Walter Breen and Denis Loring 
followed. The topics ranged far and wide. It was reported that, no new varieties 
have been discovered recently. The most significant finds of the convention 
were the discovery of some rarity-6 and rarity-5 pieces, including an S-35 
which had been cherrypicked the evening of our meeting. A low grade S-48, 
the Starred Reverse, was reported as having been discovered the week before 
at the Long Beach Stamp & Coin Exposition. It was mentioned that Stack's in 
New York will probably conduct a sale involving a significant collection of large 
cents, including some Lord St. Oswald pieces, in the near future. One mem- 
ber brought up John Wright's work on the middle date large cents which is 
currently running in P-W. Members were advised to make their comments 
known, either pro or con, on John Wright's revision. Paul Munson brought up 
the subject of the proposed specialized sub-organizations being formed within 
EAC . He felt that this would tend to splinter and weaken the organization and 
he mentioned that he was surprised to see only favorable comments to the idea 
as published in P-W . A census was immediately taken on how the members 
present felt on this issue: the vote was unanimous - of the approximately 100 
people present, not one was in favor of separate organizations. So, in the 
straw poll in P-W on the idea, add 100 no votes. Members were requested to 
make their feelings known on the subject by sending letters to the Editor. 

Copper foil pressings of an 1 81 5 large cent were distributed to everyone 
present. The pressings were labled "EAC 1975 ANA" and were the courtesy 
of Alan Meghrig and Jeff Oliphant . The coin used for the pressings was Charles 
Funk's 1819 N-9, which was mentioned in the last issue of P-W. The foil used 
in making the impressions was solid copper, and we feel that this is superior 
to the copper-colored aluminum foil previously reported in PENNY-WISE. 

An exhibit case was made available for the tee of members at the meeting. 
Three members arranged small displays . The exhibit contained among various 
other cents a 1 793 Chain, a Wreath, and a Liberty Cap, a 1 799 perfect date and 
an 1804, all VF or better, condition -wise; a 1794 uniface cent; and a group of 
coins formerly from the Dorothy Paschal collection. 

Seventeen people left their names and addresses and requested more in- 
formation be sent them about the organization . Many wanted to join immediately . 
Several of the Los Angeles members who had not attended any of our previous 
EAC activities were quite impressed and indicated that they would attend our 
regional meetings in the future . 

The session adjourned about 9:30 P.M. , inasmuch as a number of members 
were anxious to talk with others whom they had not seen in some time. Several 
members exhibited various pieces from their collections . EACers remained 
in the meeting room until almost 11 : 30 P.M. , bringing to a close the best 
EAC-ANA meeting ever.

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THE 1975 ANA CONVENTION BOURSE 
Del Bland 

This bourse at the 1 975 ANA convention had to be the most poorly organ- 
ized bourse area of any convention in the history of numismatics. Dealers 
were set up in two rooms, with a hallway in between. The public was required 
to enter through a single door in one room and to leave through another single 
door at the opposite end of the second room. To add to the confusion, the pro- 
cess was reversed each succeeding day. Security was excellent, with numerous 
police and security officers present, both day and night, in an around the 
Marriott Hotel where the convention was held. Several incidents occurred be- 
tween police and collectors as well as dealers, but nothing serious really 
happened . All of the incidents involved were the result of the stringent security 
measures being employed . I doubt also if the attendance at the bourse tables 
was as high as was expected . And with all the debate prior to the convention 
as to who and who should not be awarded tables at the bourse, I must say that 
judging from the poor stocks of coins exhibited by some dealers, I fail to 
understand how these particular ones were selected . 

Now, about the availability of copper: a fair amount of nice Colonials were 
available at the bourse; but like anything else, prices were high. Demand is 
still strong in this series, especially for better grade material and for scarce 
and rare items. Anthony "Big Tony" Terranova, who is becoming widely known 
in Colonial circles, had several nice coins pass through his hands, some of 
which ended up with a large Eastern firm . 

In half cents, certainly the find of the convention was made by Bill Raymond 
who purchased a 1794 G-8 VF35 with large edge letters, the first one to be 
seen with this edge device , all others known having small edge letters . Jon 
Hanson had an EF45 1795 G-4 for sale, and a couple of 1795 G-1 's in grades 
around EF to AU were available. A 1795 G-5 in AU, being sold as Unc. 
(naturally), was offered; and a true MS example sold in the auction as well as 
several nice 1794 G-4's in the 30-40 grade range. Lester Merkin had two MS 
1805 G-1 *s, one with some mint red. This particular coin found a happy home 
with Bob Shalowitz. Lester also had a superb MS 60 1 804 G-5 for sale - only 
its price kept it from being sold. Three 1796 G-1 ’s were available, one EF, 
one VF, and another by Paramount graded VF which, in my judgment, was 
actually only VG1 0 . There may have been another low grade example also 
for sale. Paramount also had a red and brown 1831 restrike in proof - again, 
the asking price of the piece kept the coin from being sold. Ken Pines showed 
his VF20 1 804 G-10, but it had already been promised to another EAC member 
if and when Ken decides to sell the coin. Generally, only a few half cents in 
dates 1794 to 1797 were available, plus the usual amount of 1793’s. In grades 
of VF or better, not many draped busts were offered - the supply is dwindling 
rapidly. The turban and coronet types were still relatively plentiful in all 
grades except near MS70. 

Other than the stocks of Chuck Furjanic, Bob Shalowitz, Gordon Wrubel, 
and Larry Whitlow (Jerry Bobbe), there wasn’t much available in nice large 
cents. Jack Beymer did not have a table - therefore, his copper could not be 
seen. Lester Merkin had the Helfenstein S-21 for sale, a choice MS60+, 
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along with a superb MS65 1832 N-3%. Two 1794 S-24's turned up in the 
40-45 range . Richard Rosichan had some of the early dates from Dorothy 
Paschal's set which he was selling, and he did dispose of the S-243, a MS 60 
example. Jack Collins offered for sale his newly discovered VF35 S-143, 
and he did sell a MS60 1 827 N-5 to Bob Shalowitz who added it to his variety 
collection of 1827's. Bob also purchased an 1827 N-3, nearly MS, which 
originally came out of the Sol Kaplan estate. A VF35 1835 N-1 2 was dis- 
covered by Denis Loring, who also purchased for his collection a S-29 and a 
S-46, both around VF30. Denis also purchased a S-203 ex Naftzger which had 
been in the Naftzger sale by New Netherlands in November , 1 973 . Another 
coin from that sale, the S-9, changed ownership three times during the conven- 
tion, finally ending up with Bowers & Ruddy, Inc. A newly discovered S-132, 
AU55, was shown for the first time. It is steel-colored with flecks of mint red. 
The coin is full MS sharpness, with a few, minute, handling marks - it is a 
superb cent, which must be seen to be believed. A quantity of Chain cents 
were available in various grades, as well as a few 1799's in low grade. There 
were three lower-grade Starred Reverses (Jeff Oliphant counted fi\*s in all), 
two of which were sold; and three of four Jefferson Head cents were available. 
Lee Kuntz obtained seven choice Late Dates for his collection, all MS65 or 
better, which were purchased at the EAC meeting from EAC members. Pro- 
bably there were a few other transactions which I haven't mentioned; and I 
may have omitted some noteworthy coins in the bourse. But, like ever ANA 
convention, things were so hectic that I couldn't keep track of everything. 

The demand for large cents remains strong, especially in the field of 1794 
varieties. Also, many type collectors are looking for various dates and types 
to add to their collections. Some were successful in finding a few, but most 
were not. Now, it's on to New York City next August. Hope to see you there!

THE TALBOT, ALLUM & LEE TOKENS 
Warren A . Lapp 

Probably the second oldest tradesman's token or store card in the United 
States (the Mott token of 1789 was first), besides being a Colonial copper 
closely allied to the half cent and large cent, is the Talbot, Allum & Lee token 
of 1 794 and 1 795. Occasionally available in auction sales and fixed price lists, 
fairly conservatively priced, and possibly under-valued, the Talbot, Allum & 
Lee token is an interesting item to consider adding to one's collection of early 
American coppers. 

Talbot, Allum & Lee, which was a New York import firm engaged in the 
India trade, was established in 1 794 by William Talbot, William Allum and 
James Lee; and was located at 241 Pearl Street in tower Manhattan . Their 
first merchant's token was issued the same year. 

James Lee retired from the business in 1 796, but the firm was continued 
on under the name of Talbot & Allum. In 1798, the firm was dissolved. Tokens 
were issued only for 1 794 and 1 795 . 

The 1 794 tokens were struck from four obverse and two reverse dies; 
while, for the 1795 tokens, only one pair of dies seems to have been used. 

The tokens were of English manufacture, probably having been struck in 
Birmingham. Most of the tokens were struck in copper, although specimens 
in brass and silver with proof-like surfaces are known to exist. 

The 1794 tokens bore the legend ONE CENT on the reverse, white the 
1795 tokens did not. In Stack's catalogue for its December, 1971 sale, the 
cataloguer suggested that "our early government probably objected to the words 
ONE CENT on the coin (as it appeared in 1794), so these words were deleted 
on the 1795 version." However, the edge of the 1795 token was changed to 
read "We Promise To Pay The Bearer One Cent". 

S . S . Crosby (in his book, THE EARLY COINS OF AMERICA) cited the 
comment by C. I. Bushnell who wrote in 1858 in his TRADESMEN'S CARDS, 
POLITICAL TOKENS that "the variety bearing the date of 1795 is by far the 
rarest, fewer of that die helving been struck". This is at variance with the 
comment in Stack's catalogue for April 2,3, 1971 (Tollett-Pryor sale) which 
noted that the 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee token is "not as scarce as the 1794 and 
therefore a less expensive example of an early merchant's token". In Harmer, 
Rooke's Million Dollar Sale catalogue (November, 1969), that cataloguer noted 
that the 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee token has "always been popular and of 
especial interest, as many of this issue were purchased by the U.S. Mint and 
cut down for use as half cent planchets". Several examples of large cents 
struck over Talbot, Allum & Lee tokens are also known to exist. 

At the time the Talbot, Allum & Lee tokens were first produced, token 
manufacturing in England was reaching its highest peak of production; and, 
according to Vlack, "even threatened to supercede the national currency". 
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Accordingly, and seemingly for the sole purpose of satisfying the many 
collectors of such pieces at the time, some of the dies were muled with other 
English tokens, merely for the purpose of creating new varieties. Variations 
in the edge devices also served to create more varieties . Although the mules 
were circulated primarily in England, many such specimens have been pre- 
served in American collections and are sought today with as much enthusiasm 
as other early American coins. Vlack lists six different mule types in his text 
EARLY AMERICAN COINS, and he describes variations in their strikings 
such as lettered edge, plain edge, in brass, etc. Crosby noted that Bushnell's 
work also listed six rmulings associated with the Talbot, Allum & Lee token, 
but Crosby did not identify them further. 

The Talbot, Allum & Lee token is the size of an English half-penny. The 
obverse of the 1 794 token bears a three-masted ship sailing toward the right. 
Above the ship is NEW YORK. TALBOT, ALLUM & LEE. forms the legend 
around the top edge, ONE CENT around the bottom. The reverse shows the 
goddess of liberty standing beside a bale of merchandise, her right hand hold- 
ing a staff topped with a liberty cap, her left hand resting on a rudder. 
LIBERTY & COMMERCE form the legend around the top, with 1794 in exergue. 
The borders are milled. The edge is lettered with PAYABLE AT THE STORE 
OF. 


The 1 795 token used the same device of a three-masted ship under full sail 
toward the right. However, the legend was changed to AT THE STORE OF 
TALBOT, ALLUM & LEE NEW YORK. The reverse device on the 1794 token 
was also repeated on the 1795, as was the legend. In exergue was placed the 
date 1795. The border was milled. Crosby noted that the 1795 token size was 
18, and that the token weighed 153 grains. 

There seems always to have been some controversy amongst numismatists 
as to which is the obverse and which is the reverse of the Talbot, Allum & Lee 
token. Crosby reported the ship to be on the obverse side, and the goddess of 
liberty on the reverse. There are many of those who consider that the surface 
on which the date is located should be considered as the obverse; and in such a 
case, this would be opposite of the position taken by Crosby. Melvin and George 
Fuld, in a NUMISMATIC SCRAPBOOK Magazine article on the Talbot, Allum 
& Lee tokens, followed Crosby's example. But in the NN 59th sale of June, 

1967, the cataloguer stated: "In our opinion, Melvin and George Fuld trans- 
posed the obv. and rev. dies in their descriptions of the regular issues. We 
think that the 'goddess of liberty' is upon the obv., and the 'ship sailing' on the 
rev." The reader is cidvised to decide this issue by his own choosing. 

The rarest of the 1 794 varieties may be distinguished by a large ampersand 
(&) in both legends and the absence of the words NEW YORK from the reverse. 

A second variety has zi large ampersand (&) in the legend on the obverse only 
and the bowsprit of the ship pointing just forward of the last E in LEE . Both 
the other obverses have a small ampersand in the legend; in one, the bowsprit 
points at the last E , while the other points more nearly at the period following 
LEE. Of the last three varieties, a small ampersand is found on the reverse 
of each. 
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The 1794's are usually found in circulated conditions, and top conditions 
are very rare. 1795’s can be found in Uncirculated condition (Stack’s 6/73).

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WANT TO HAVE YOUR P-W ISSUED HARD-BOUND? 


Paul W. Paterson, of 276 Riveredge Road, New Shrewsbury, N.J., 07724 
recently returned to the Editor a two-year set of PENNY-WISE which earlier I 
had mailed to him for binding; and the finished book is really a beautiful job! 

To have your copies of P-W hard-bound is the only way to preserve them; 
and when they are bound, the book makes a nice addition to anyone's numis- 
matic library. I highly recommend to all EACers this service which Paul 
offers . Incidentally, Paul tells me that his bookbinder plans to retire in just 
about a year, so don't waste too much time thinking about the idea! 

The cost for the book-binding service is $15., plus the cost of return 
postage and insurance. You can make your check payable to Paul W. Paterson 
The entire process of binding takes about 1 0-1 4 days . 

I have been having two volumes of P-W bound into a single book. Paul 
tells me that three volumes of P-W also make a reasonably-sized book, and 
the price is just the same . The book-binder can supply several different 
colors for the binding - mine is done in light blue, with gold lettering on the 
fhont and on the spine - dark blue, red, and maroon are also available. Hard 
covers are supplied , and the volumes are separated inside the book by a thick 
manila sheet. Don't forget to include the index for each volume and specify 
where you want each placed . You may also want to include the cumulative 
index - at least that way you'll always know where to find it . 

Paul acts as the middle-man for the service and will return your finished 
book to you. He does this as his contribution to EAC and its members. The 
book-binder gets the entire fee - Paul doesn't make a penny on the deal. 

I think that Paul is offering a valuable service to EACers by taking care 
of this program, and I highly recommend it to you. I'm sure that you will be 
very satisfied with the end product, and I suggest that you take advantage of 
the book-binding program while it is still available.

From DOUG WINTER: "I recently attended the ANA Summer Seminar as a 
scholarship winner. I took the early American coinage course - just Colonials, 
no cents - taught by Ken Bressett . It was a fantastic and rewarding experience . 

I recommend that any one with some extra dollars laying around invest them 
in attending the seminar next year. It is a great opportunity to gain some 
knowledge and to meet: some really fine people! 11 

From GUS PARGANOS: "Herb, your idea on forming subsections is a great 
idea . I love EAC , but: my big weakness is large cents and Indian Head cents 
and Flying Eagle cents. I’m trying to get a group together to study the early 
Indian Head cents and the Flying Eagle cents, 1857 to 1864 CN, and maybe in 
the future, the later dates. So far, only a few have responded. But your idea 
of subsections is good, and I agree with you all the way. 

While I was ill and away, my collection was stolen . I recovered all but 
my large cents, Indian Head cents, and early half dollars. The theft occurred 
just two days before I planned to return them to the safety deposit box. It 
really hurt, but now I'm starting all over again. In today's society, it doesn't 
pay to be a little careless - plus, insurance is a must! " 

From MILT PFEFFER: "I would not favor dividing EAC into separate sections 
for large cents, half cents, and Colonials. There is an important area which 
the large cents and half cents share , and that includes die design , die prepara- 
tion, planchet preparation, edge devices, and methods of striking. There just 
is no separation here. Moreover, all the early copper coins (and now I am 
including the Colonials) have a certain homemade quality that must surely appeal 
to all of us in one way or another; and the many varieties which are found is 
another thing that is close to the hearts of EACers . 

It would be a mistake to become so very insular that we would not even care 
to see what the other fellow likes. If it is right to divide EAC into three sections, 
why stop there? Why not have subsections for the 1794 large cents, for the 1804 
half cents, for the Fugios, and so forth? Let's not put on blinders. The 
broader view is more fun! 

About my series on the Catalogue Sales of Half Cents, I am not planning to 
write up the 1 849-1 857 mintages at this time . Instead , I plan to update the 
earlier half cents with the additional data which I have collected, including die 
state information . This will really be more exciting than the late dates . " 

From PAUL CARTER: "I dropped out of EAC because I feel that I have nothing 
to offer . I refuse to be a tail dragger in anything . Along with the outrageous 
price of large cents , my former ardo is dampened . I have been unable to add 
anything to my collection for two years now; and at current prices and the 
economy, I see no sunshine ahead. Consequently, I have turned my whole 
attention to Love Tokens which I find more rewarding. Besides always learning 
something new, I am constantly adding to my growing collection, and at a price 
I can afford . " 

From DICK PUNCHARD: "This past week I received Xerox copies of P-W 
issues 1-33 from Rod Burress. They arrived neatly boxed, and all in good 
condition. I've spent most of the weekend reading them, and only managed to 
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cover 1967 and 1968, what with referring to Sheldon and Newcomb every so 
often. 

I can't honestly put into words, without sounding trite, my appreciation 
and admiration for all of you EACers for the effort and work on your part to 
really sustain the club, especially for us 'Johnny-come-latelys' . Without a 
doubt, each new member should be required to purchase every issue as part of 
his or her initiation fee, if you will. This probably sounds a bit too demanding 
for some. However, I personally feel that the wealth of information certainly 
out- weighs the cash involved." 

From GENE C. BRAIG: "What a month and a HALF (!) this has been. I 
managed to get to the Northeast Ohio annual show (7/25-7/27) before Jim 
McGuigan arrived, and I found very high-priced half cents galore.

I took the wife out to dinner to 
celebrate that 'find' with me, but she still isn’t talking to me. At least, she 
didn't take back the copper foil. 

Jim McGuigan claims he found a R6 after I left the show. That almost 
ruined my day. Could have sworn that I looked at all the half cents on the floor 
at least twice. Congratulations , Jim! 

Ron Guth and his lovely wife of only a few weeks spent the day with us 
recently . It may not have been the high spot of her honeymoon , but Ron and I 
had one heck of a time comparing notes, looking at goodies, and swapping a 
couple of half cents to the benefit of us both. Neither of us walked away mad, 
but I hated to see that 1802 C-2 leave the mid-west. 

If the 1 825 half cent date was a R6 in total, Ron would have the market 
cornered on that half cent and then some . He was carrying more than thirty 
pieces with him (he went away with a few less), and he has some nice C-2 
varieties with the rim bump diagnostic of the 1 825 C-1 . I hope his article is 
printed this month in P-W, as we will no longer be able to attribute our half 
cents instead of the obverse and reverse dies . I hope that Ron never looses 
his interest in half cents and decides to sing for a living - he's a dead ringer 
for T ony Orlando . 

I still have a very limited supply of copper foil available if anyone is still 
interested. Refer to the July 15, 1975 issue of P-W for full particulars . " 

From LAWRENCE A. NIL.SON: "Our local coin show (Greater Daytona Beach 
Coin Club) held on June 20-22 was a big success as we had more than a 
thousand people come through.

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ON ATTRIBUTING HALF CENTS 


Dennis Rynes 

Generally, attributing half cents is not too difficult, thanks to the "Keys 
to Varieties" in Cohen's book, AMERICAN HALF CENTS. But there are 
some years in which the varieties are not too cooperative, or where other 
characteristics are present which allow for quicker attribution . When it comes 
to counting berries or leaves on worn specimens, this can be quite frustrating. 

Some of the diagnostic features for attributing certain varieties which I 
shall list here were used by Gilbert and some are of my own "invention". I 
have also re-arranged part of the "keys" for the varieties of 1803 and for the 
Crosslet 4, Spikeless Chin varieties of 1804. Where two varieties differ only 
slightly from each other, you might try the suggestions mentioned below. 

1 793 . A. I is over junction of Liberty's forehead and hair. Examine the 
reverse: 

a. Large dip in top of bow; right stem of wreath distant from 
final A in AMERICA - is C-1 . 

b . Slight dip in top of bow; right stem of wreath very close to 
final A in AMERICA - is C-2. 

B. L is over juncture of Liberty's forehead and hair. Examine the 
reverse: 

a. Legend is distant from border - is C-3. 

b. Legend is nearly equidistant from leaves of wreath and beaded 
border - is C-4. 

1 795 . C-2 vs C-3; On C-2, there is no leaf tip between S and T of STATES; 
the left end of the fraction bar is not over the right side of the 2 in the 
denominator, as it is on C-3. 

C-5 vs C-6: On C-6, the tip of the first leaf on the right branch of the 
wreath is below the left foot of the last A in AMERICA; on C-5, the tip of 
this leaf is under the C in AMERICA. Also, on C-6, the fifth outside 
leaf on the left branch is under the left side of the upright of the D in 
UNITED: while on C-5, it is under the right side of the upright of the D. 

1 803 . A. Zeroes of fraction almost touch on C-3. 

B. Zeroes of fraction do not almost touch: 

a. C in CENT is low - is C-4. 

b. C in CENT is not low: 

1 . Left: foot of T in CENT is missing - is C-2. 

2 . First outside berry on left branch is not attached to leaf 
stem - is C-1 . 

1 804 . For the Crosslet 4, Spikeless Chin varieties; 

A. No stems - is C-1 2. 

B. Stems are present: 

a. Equidistant numerator 

1 . High 4 touching bust is C-3. 

2. Low 4 tilting left is C-4. 
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b. 1 in numerator is shifted right. 

1 . High 4 touching bust is C-1 . 

2. Low 4 tilted left is C-2. 

c . None of the above . 

1 . 4 leaning left and distant from O is C-9. 

2. 4 straight up, almost touching O, is C-10. 

1 809. C-2 vs C-5: On C-2, the E in STATES is high, and there is a larger 
space between the 9 in the date and the thirteenth star than on the C-5 
variety. 

1 81 1 . On C-1 , a point of the seventh star points between two dentils; while 
on C-2, it points at a dentil. 

1835. On C-2, the upper left serif of the first T in STATES if extended 

downward would pass very close to the lower curve of the S . Also, the 
second berry on the left branch of the wreath is under the stand of the 
T in UNITED.

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HALF-SENSE 


Ronald John Guth 

As the title might imply, those of my type are prone to rather eccentric 
misuses of our precious time. But then again, doesn't the saying go something 
like "when in numismatics, do as the numismatists do"? Anyway, the following 
is presented in the best interests of the coin-collecting fraternity and, more 
importantly, my half cent-collecting colleagues. 

Herein is reported an impromptu survey of some 1825 half cents. Please 
note that the coins were not surveyed for grade, but only in respect to that 
curious "small lump. . .seen on the edge, at the position of the lower right star 
or the preceding star", as described by Roger S. Cohen, Jr. in his reference 
work, AMERICAN HALF CENTS. This lump, or edge protrusion, is believed 
to be peculiarly exclusive to the half cent mintage for the year 1 825. I am in- 
clined to go along with Mr. Cohen that the lump is due to a collar defect. 

In my survey of a sample population of twenty-nine 1825 half cents, the 
breakdown was as follows; 

22 examples of CMM #2, G-1 . No lumps were detectible on any of the 
specimens, as was expected for this variety. 

4 examples of CMM #1 , G-2. Lumps were visible at the second star 
from the bottom on the right-hand side, again as expected for this 
variety. One specimen had the reverse rotated 45 degrees. 

Rotated reverses in the half cent series seem to be relatively 
common. I have not seen a specimen rotated 255 degrees to the 
left as described by Mr. Cohen, but I do not doubt that it exists. 

2 examples of CMM #2, G-1 . One specimen had a lump between the 
first and second star from the bottom on the right-hand side. The 
other had a lump at the position of the third star from the bottom 
on the right . Please note that this is a previously unreported 
combination . 

1 example of CMM #1 , G-2. No lump was visible on this coin, but 
this most likely can be attributed to the fact that the piece had been 
badly worn . 

If the lump truly is a collar defect, this would explain the fact that it has 
been found on both varieties. After all, the collars would be interchangeable 
between coin presses. The CMM #2's with the lumps could be the beginning of 
that particular die variety, and most probably were struck immediately follow- 
ing the CMM #1 variety. Perhaps someone with an imagination more active 
than mine can come up with other interesting possibilities. 

In conclusion, let me point out that although the 1825 half cent is a fairly 
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common date, the CMM #1 is an estimated R3 variety. Therefore, one might 
assume that the CMM #2 with the edge lump is as scarce, if not more so, 
than its sister . In my survey, the CMM #2 comprises 7 per cent of the total 
population as opposed to almost 1 7 per cent for the CMM #1 . 

Although the number of coins surveyed in my series is not large enough to 
be truly representative of the whole, it is fairly safe to say: "If you see an 
1825 with a lump, buy it! "

By description, it would seem that a number of specimens qualify for a 
grade of MS 70, although I did not find one so graded in the catalogues I have 
seen. Certainly the Condition Census does not have to go below 65. It is the 
low grade coins which are rare , not the upper grades . 

The early die state is perfect and, according to Comm. Eaton, the 5 is 
always found re-cut. Although clash marks appear soon, the reverse is still 
uncracked at this stage (H . P. Smith duplicate - NN 59th sale). In the inter- 
mediate and late states, the obverse will also show clash marks, usually below 
the bust (unless worn away or polished away), but the reverse will show cracks. 

The early reverse state is perfect. There are no clash marks, but they 
soon appear in the form of partial outlines of the bust. The intermediate state 
shows two breaks: one through ERICA into the field below the right ribbon; 
the other, from the border into the R of AMERICA. In the late state, the 
cracks are more pronounced and the one through R has invaded the wreath. 

In addition, a large semi-circular break is now seen from the left border near 
D, through the wreath into HA, turning upward through the wreath again, and 
terminating at the upper border, right of O. At this point, use of the reverse 
die was discontinued. The: cataloguers do not lend support to Gilbert's statement 
that the reverse die is also broken from the border to C in AMERICA .

One of the Brobston coins is a one-sided proof. The "Million Dollar Sale" 
example may be also, since the catalogue says that the obverse is "almost 


proof-like". Some weak strikes are encountered, such as the NN 61st sale 
("weakly and unevenly struck"), NN 59th sale ("Lightly struck in the cneter 
of the obverse, as this date sometimes comes"), and Masters ("not fully 
struck up") . 

The early obverse die state is perfect, despite the feet that it had been 
used to strike the coins of 1 833 and 1 834. Perhaps it had been re-polished 
before its 1835 use, thereby removing its prior clash marks. Perhaps, also, 
the successive polishings had blunted the die, thereby producing the weak and 
unevenly-struck specimens referred to above. With continued use of the die, 
incusation marks again appear (NN 61st sale, 1970), below the bust and behind 
the hair, at the ribbons. 

The early reverse die state is perfect. In its late stage, clash marks 
have appeared. In addition, there is a break from the border to the second T 
in STATES (Alvord 189). The second break, described by Gilbert (border, 
through first S in STATES, to wreath) is not mentioned by the cataloguers. 

Alvord 190 is an inexplicable specimen. S. H. Chapman's description is 
"Very thin planchet. Wt. 42 grs. Unique.".
